A Sinus | . 
Infection: 
In. Summer

LIKE colds which, for the 

most part, occur during the 
Inclement months, sinus Infec- 
tlons can develop nt any time of 
year, .They do, of course, often. 
come os an-:naftermnth to colds, 
but, for thoso who swim, warm 
weather can offer ns much of -a 
hazard of winter in this zogard. 


An. acute. Infection of the 
sinusda should be treated .just 
as fs‘any other ncute Infection 
The pnttent should be'put at 
rest In bed in a well-ventilated 
room, and: the alr In tho room 
should-be kept molst. He should 
be given plenty of fluids’ and 
made comfortable with such 
drugs as the physician muy 
Prescribe, such os aspirin. 


Heat or Cold 


In acute sinus infection, the 
application of heat or cold over 
the affected ‘area will offen give 
relief from pain. If there ls a 
great deal of congestion in the 
nose, nose drops, containing 
substances. which | shrink - the 
lining membrane, may be used. 


Some ncute sinus infections 
produce fever. If the. fever 
continues, the’ physician will 
decide whether or not to use 
such preparations as the -sul- 
fonamides, penicillin, or strep- 
tomycin. The substance to be 
employed will depend upon the 
kind of germs producing the 
infection. It would oppear that 
these: preparutions do not have 
a great deal of benefit when 
uscd locally, In other words, 
the sulfonamides are given by 
mouth, and the penicitin by 
injection Into a muscle. The 
Su is truc of the streptomy- 
cln. . 


Most physicians, as a rule, 
do not start actlve — treatment 
of the sinus infection until the 
patient no Ionger has fever, 


Increase Drainage 


The treatment used helps 
Increase the drainage from 
nose without injuring 
nasal tissucs. It may include 
the tse of nose drops followed 
by the application of heat over 
fhe affected orea. Afterwards, 
gentle suction may be employed 
to stimulate drainage,
